Binding for Publications, Books. 


adhesive-binding method for periodicals 
has been developed Mortimer Sendor Sendor Bindery, 
Unlike Sheridan’s “Perfect” system which the 
entire backbone the gathered signatures are trimmed off 
before applying the adhesive, the new “Flexico” binding 
omits the trimming operation but makes series incisions 
gouged-out cuts along the backbone the signatures. The 
applied adhesive binds the sheets and signatures together, 
while the uncut portions the signatures still serve hold 
the pages together within each signature. thread, me- 
chanical, other binding used.

The 
Dearing Printing Co. Louisville, Kentucky, which was 
troubled this problem, tried several ways dealing with 
the protruding brackets without much success. was finally 
decided eliminate the hazard entirely redesigning the 
brackets. 

The new brackets place the shelves almost flush with the 
jogging board, thus eliminating the bruise hazard. The 
higher level the shelves makes easier for the girls 
feed the boxes.

Five consecutive 
signatures from each delivery box 
the folding machines are inspected and 
results indicated the Report repro- 
duced opposite page.

Since points outside these limits 
could not attributed chance varia- 
tion but assignable cause, these 
charts became very valuable tool.

Upon investigation, was dis- 
covered that both machines needed 
thorough overhauling, which they got.

Many Common Production Problems Have Their Cause 


Atmospheric Changes—W hich Can Controlled 


month’s article the nature humidity 
and what can done control it. 
But which problems printing and 
binding production are actually due 
atmospheric changes? These are 
the answers: 


THE BINDERY 

FOLDING: The flexibility paper 
generally increases until 77% R.H. But 
the relative humidity continues rise 
there decrease the strength 
the paper and more increase flexi- 
bility. The Bureau Standards test- 
ing various types paper found that 
increase the relative humidity 
from 41% 77% increased the folding 
strength 153%. 

the atmosphere becomes drier the 
paper becomes weaker and more brittle. 

STATIC electricity the result 
friction the folding machine upon 
paper. the paper moist (that is, 
slightly high R.H.) then the electric- 
ity which has been generated the rol- 
lers plates will leak away 
since slightly moist paper conductor 
electricity, even though small 
degree. 

Should the paper dry, however, 
the static charges generated the 
folder will not drained the ma- 
chine metal, but will stored the 
dry paper which has now become non- 
conductor electricity. Static, which 
thus formed the machine, but 
cither passed absorbed the 
paper, therefore dependent upon the 
R.H. the atmosphere and the sheet. 

Paper thus charged with static elec- 
tricity will not register properly the 
guides and will both float away and 
held some parts the folder, caus- 
ing jam ups and out register folds 
even though the machine set proper- 
ly. While various static removal devices 
can shifted from machine machine 
cope with static wherever arises, 


probably solve the problem for the en- 
tire plant and not just for one machine. 

folding machine with MAKE- 
READY set take sheet certain 
size may find that increase de- 
crease temperature causes fall 
rise relative humidity, 
quently the size the sheet. machine 
which has thus been properly set for 
definite sheet size may find, hour 
later, that the sheet has swelled 
shrunk and now out register. 

Some papers are prone crack, par- 
ticularly winter days when the R.H.

winter the various operations 
which use glues are made more difficult 
for the GLUES set faster than usual, 
while summer the glues tend 
formations which cause lack strength. 
The formula for glue can varied 
set any speed for any degree 
humidity, but this becomes impractical 
wherever the changes R.H. are great 
because weather conditions, opening 
and closing doors and windows, drafts, 
etc. 

PASTE also sets drying which 
also controlled the R.H. the at- 
mosphere: high R.H. will delay dry- 
ing considerably, thus taking time 
and space when books and other mate- 
rials must left standing dry out. 
Books which are removed from the book 
press before the paste entirely dry 
will warp, and will books which are 
not put press all. 

Static also cause trouble 
the jogging machine where the sheets 
stick together glued. Wet ink 
not only pressed against the next sheet 
but cannot dry because lacks air. 

Shrinking expanding dimensions 
sheets are also causes difficulty 
pen ruling machines, the production 


carbon forms, punched sheets and 
virtually all other bindery products 
needing exact register sheets. 


Variations the Relative Humidity 
are the principal causes the various 
atmospheric difficulties mentioned 
Different manufacturers humidifica- 
tion and conditioning equipment have 
varied recommendations the best 
temperature and R.H. for production 
the bindery. These recommendations 
generally average about de- 
grees, about 55% R.H. The contra- 
dictions recommendations are minor 
since the real problem sudden change 
atmosphere, and not 
amount moisture. 


THE PRESSROOM 


The same factors which make for static 
the bindery operate the pressroom 
well. Static-charged sheets will 
troublesome the feeder 
sheets will adhere each par- 
ticularly automatic presses, and will 
often fail meet the guides and the 
grippers. addition, the sheets will 
attracted the cylinder, flyrods, and 
jogger boards. the end 
there will the problem ink off- 
setting since the adherence the sheets 
each other will not permit much air 
trapped between. 


Register quite difficult obtain 
when sheets become elongated con- 
tracted because humidity changes. 
color work where the dots are spaced 
definite mathematical relationship 
any change humidity, causing the 
sheet change size, will alter the posi- 
tion the dots, thus obscuring detail 
and color. 

Rollers, which are compounds glue 
and glycerine, take give off moisture 
according the condition the atmos- 
phere about them. These changes, with 


the consequent swelling shrinking 


the rollers, affect their hardness, tack, 
and working life the press. 
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FOR BETTER PRODUCTION

Different papers react different 
ways fluctuation humidity. Most 
papers, particularly the dull coateds, 
take ink more easily when the fibers 
contain moderate amount moisture. 
When the relative humidity low the 
surface some paper grades become 
dry and powdery, their receptivity 
ink thereby suffering. 


THE OFFSET PLANT 


Humidification problems the offset 
plant are particularly severe for almost 
every step production affected. 
While certain makeshifts the bindery 
and pressroom can compensate for de- 
ficiencies the atmosphere, the great 
number chemicals used offset work 
require more precise controls than those 
offered “tricks the trade.” 

The thickness the light-sensitive 
coatings lithographic plates, for ex- 
ample, varies with humidity. Uniform 
plates uniform printing quality be- 
come quite difficult obtain. The ex- 


posure time the printing frame 
the photo-composing machine also af- 
fected humidity for the light-sensi- 
tivity the plate coating increases with 
increase humidity. 

the photographic department the 
acetate other films mounted glass 
vinyl plates for register can expand 
contract: with atmospheric changes, 
seriously affecting register. Since each 
substance used the plant, and each 
operation performed, reacts differently 
changes the atmosphere, stand- 
ard lithographed product becomes pos- 
sible only the atmosphere itself 
standardized. Static problems, de- 
scribed earlier, also operate the litho- 
grapher’s pressroom slow down pro- 
duction and down-grade the quality 
the printed product.

The 
plant wishing “air condition” its 
premises must decide what its objectives 
are, and then determine, with the aid 
engineer, what system would best 
meet those minimum objectives. The 
cost installations can vary tremen- 
dously, depending upon the objectives 
the plant, and its peculiar problems. 
plant filled with 
presses, for example, will have needs 
that are quite different from those 
library bindery with little equipment, 
but with Generally 
speaking, installations humidifica- 
tion equipment are comparatively in- 
expensive. The. cost complete air 
conditioning, the other hand, can 
owner decide for himself whether the 
improvements, mechanical and human, 
are worth the investment.

ing industry was reviewed the Federal Trade Commis- 
sion open hearing March Washington, D.C. 
The opinions various individuals and companies associated 
with library binding were heard and taken into considera- 
tion the Federal Trade Commission. Eighteen rules were 
presented for the FTC’s approval, the intent being en-

Keith Johns, vice-president 
The Bookwalter Company, told the 
March meeting the AIGA Text- 
book Clinic that, except for materials, 
textbook illustrations account for the 
largest increase plant costs. 

Therefore find the answer, Johns 
analyzed the respective parts played 
the two principal methods re- 
production, offset and letterpress, 
the manufacture textbooks. 


CHALLENGING FACT that within the last years the 
production elementary textbook process coler work has 
changed from 95% letterpress 95% offset. During that 
period have watched the growth many offset printing 
companies and corresponding stagnation and even cessation 
letterpress companies which had large interests letter- 
press textbook printing. 

This has been matter very considerable interest 
because our company which almost exclusively the 
elementary letterpress textbook printing and binding field, 
has come the point where approximately half our total 
production bound books longer comes from our own 
pressroom, but comes instead from the offset printing estab- 
lishments throughout the country. 

Obviously, there must reasons why this truly remark- 
able change has come about. They divide themselves, seems 
me, into two major points: Cost. Quality. Very 
likely, these points should reversed were listing them 
the order importance because the matter quality 
actually had greater bearing the change the begin- 
ning. 

For many years, the offset printer was able handle 
sheet size yielding preferred trim size. While the maxi- 
mum trim size usually available 64-page forms letter- 
press was something under 534” from the front the 
back, the offset printer could produce with the Harris 50%” 
press much Publishers were quick take advan- 
tage this opportunity give them the squarer book they 
desired. Incidentally the other dimension, the height the 
book, was not great concern and usually problem 
now. 

Likewise the offset printer could put sheet English 
finish machine finish paper, and better printing resulted, 
particularly with reference the delicate pastel shades 
which became popular and the vignettes, shadings, and 
drop-outs which added much the flexibility artwork 
arrangement the printed page. Instead the square 
harshness old-fashioned Ben Day, many beautiful new 
results could obtained. soon the first such books ap- 
peared, just about years ago, all the salesmen compet- 


ing companies immediately reported their managers that 
“We must have offset.”

course, that point, they didn’t mean necessarily that 
they wanted offset. Many them didn’t even know the 
difference the processes. What they did mean, however, 
was that they wanted the same beautiful illustrations offered 
their competitors. 

So, many efforts were made both the publishers and the 
printers imitate the offset process letterpress. Many 
the publishers were reluctant change and held out against

Offset also offered the publisher the advantage 
methods for color separation and drop-outs. The use 
fluorographic paints was introduced. Kem-art was used for 
drop-outs. Masking for drop-outs was perfected. Dot etch- 
ing became valuable tool for color correction. Much better 
negatives and positives were made retain uniformity 
type faces. Inks were improved. fact, during the transi- 
tion period, offset not only used the advantages quality 
already possessed, but improved the quality that even 
the points greatest difference, came par. finally 
got the point where the letterpress printer was happy 
could produce job which might mistaken for offset and 
even now difficult for any but expert say with cer- 
tainty whether given job was done one method the 
other. 

true that some less favorable aspects offset 
tion existed. For one thing, the paper was more expensive. 
Spoilage allowances usually were greater. The finished book 
was stiff and did not open nearly well book the same 
size printed letterpress.

Costs compared 


There mysterious alchemy about offset, letterpress, 
gravure which sets one process apart from the others the 
one best way textbooks. assume that the quality 
can comparable, understand that the variation 
the original artwork and the precise printed result wanted, 
both have effects determining which method will yield the 
best quality, believe also should able assume that 
there should not much difference the cost. 

Let trace the reproduction typical four-color process 
page through the steps from art work and repro proof the 
case offset, and art work and type the case letterpress, 
the finished printing plate. Both pieces color art work 
must photographed for color separation. The camera 
equipment, the filters used, even the films and materials are, 
could be, the same for both processes. 

true that the characteristics the color separation 
negatives are somewhat different between the two processes, 
but the equipment, skill, and time required should exactly 
the same. 

also true that whatever methods are used for color 
correction may applied equally either type plate. 
Kemart, masking, dot etching, both the offset 
and letterpress negative, color corrected, can done 
exactly the same way. 

now have two sets negatives, ready printed 
metal. the case deep-etch offset which the usual 
method for book plate making, will have positive rather 
than negative, but this only minor additional step and 
makes real difference whether the color correction and 
drop-out done positive negative screened film 
glass. 

But printing metal, come the first real differ- 
ence between the two. The offset positive, whether not 
included with group other pages, printed exact 
position the huge plate which the final printing plate. 
Each subsequent color must also printed huge plate 
exactly the proper position that when the 64-page form 
printed, every part every color every plate will 
register. This good point keep mind when the actual 
printing the sheet discussed. 

For letterpress, page group pages likewise printed 
metal, but very much smaller sizes which may contain 
many eight ten pages. attention neéd paid 
register this point and the pages can any position 
whatever the flat because this piece metal cut 
into single page sizes. Each color subsequently printed 
another flat, either position for ease registering for 
proofing indiscriminately color proofing not required. 
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Now comes the actual etching, and for the first time there 
substantial saving favor offset. The huge offset plate 
may completely etched fraction the time takes 
etch each flat letterpress plates. The etching time was 
increased, course, the use deep-etch plates, but 
still much less than required for letterpress plate which 
because drop-outs must taken down depth 
thousandths inch the open areas. 


The offset plate now finished, but the letterpress plate 
still has work done. Because must etched 
greater depth and softer negative therefore must made 
allow for shrinkage halftone dots the acid bites 
deeper, some re-etching may necessary. Use new meth- 
ods have not eliminated this factor but possibility 
better and better screen negatives are made. 


Even re-etching unnecessary, the plates must still 
finished—that is, routed arid checked from black proofs. 
Ordinarily, the printing from electrotypes, the 
engravings are delivered flats from which the printing 
plates are made. 

Reviewing these steps, seems obvious that offset, far 
plate making concerned, disadvantage because 
every page every color must positioned exactly. Letter- 
press disadvantage because the plates, with presently 
available equipment, must etched small units for 
longer time. 

According the best estimates experienced people, 
averaged among several plants, these two factors came close 
balancing out. The basis for this conclusion is: 

produce the four large offset plates, starting with 
color corrected negatives positives, and including photo 
composition and actual plate making, requires the work 
two more men using expensive equipment for 
hours cost $20 $25 per hour. 


etch the same total amount letterpress engravings, 
again starting with color corrected negatives, that enough 
for 64-page four-color form, would require about two 
hours each for flats cost $12 per hour. 


Thus, for the production 64-page four-color form 
either process, hard account for diffrence more 
than few hundred dollars out total several thou- 
sand. Yet seems almost rule thumb the 
textbook publishers’ editorial and production departments 
that such form will cost from $6,000 $7,000 offset 
and $9,000 $12,000 letterpress.

Effective performance production 
can rest great extent upon the 
skill with which the materials are pur- 
chased and transported. The time and 
money expended selecting fine book 
paper with just the right qualifications 
for excellent book printing job, and 
the economy its selection, may well 
nullified failure have proper- 
skidded, wrapped, inven- 
toried. the skid-runners 
wrong way, when time unload 
from the truck, considerable extra 
time and effort will spent re- 
handling the stock for the storeroom 
and pressroom. has been shipped 
with inadequate identifying stencils 
skid stock wrapper itself, much 
time will spent wondering wheth- 
this the right skid—or that 
one—or that one over there? And 
its location warehouse printer’s 
wait for presstime while tracked 
down. one needs reminded that 
time costs money. 


STANDARD SHEET SIZES 


While the book industry has never been 
particularly noteworthy for adherence 
any semblance set standard 
size sheets, still conditions today are 
not quite hectic those some 
years ago, when reliably estimated 
that about 400 sheet sizes were use. 

During the war, under L-120, the in- 
dustry was limited these standard 
sizes for book publishing (for letter- 
press) 38x50, 41x61, 44x66, and 46x69, 
for offset: 38x50, 41x64, 50x6814.

Machines have readjusted 
for width, basis weight, etc., and just 
press, this make-ready takes 
time and costs money, and these costs 
are reflected the cost per pound 
you for all paper. It’s good idea 


keep your requests for special sizes and 
weights bare minimum, unless you 
want help raise the cost paper 
general. When you specify odd size, 
someone’s got buy left the 
run from the machine, it’s cut from 
full width web; and it’s got 
special weight, it’s even worse prob- 
lem for the mill, for which naturally 
you'll pay the long run. Specifics 
are essential ordering any paper. 
“like the last shipment you gave us,” 
can only lead trouble. 

general, few mills will turn out 
special size without order for 
least 5000 and then reluctantly. 
you want special weight, 
most regretful, but 20,000 about 
the absolute low for which many mills 
will re-arrange their production give 
you that special weight. you could 
see the amount work involved, and 
the waste entailed getting special 
basis running consistently. you'll see 
why pays stick standard weights. 

Color, fortunately, not something 
with which the average production man- 
ager has contend, but there are lurk- 
ing devils the shadows—there are 
frequently different kinds white, such 
cream white, bright white, etc. 
sure you know what you want, and 
specify the order. 

Grain, too, one the factors that 
can occasionally trip one up. Most pub- 
lishers want grain the long way for 
binding purposes. for some reason 
you change short grain for some par- 
ticular operation, make sure that when 
you revert long grain you specify, 
else clerk may “follow 
your last order trade custom.

fold without bad cracking, and 
caused all kinds grief because its

ing papers are not graded this man- 
ner. 


Skid packing methods 


Most publishers’ paper is, course, 
delivered That seems sim- 
ple enough statement, but there are 
skids and skids, and there are ways 
making sure that your all-important 
purchase paper protected its 
journey from the mill warehouse, 
your designated skid 
normally 3000 stock, though 
may 4500 some lightweight 
stocks, Over the years the paper mills 
have evolved good 
niques, that for the most part, the 
following description well packed 
skid shipment universal: 

Skid made good quality lumber, 
covered with wood frame, stock piled 
with corners perfectly aligned, well 
wrapped with two thicknesses water- 
proof, and sometimes scuff-proof paper. 
Top frame wood, and the entire as- 
sembly metal strapped the skid, with 
bands the long way and two the short. 
The wrappings hold the mill-made 
moisture content, which usually 40- 
45% relative humidity. 

Watch skid heights very carefully, 
else find yourself deep trouble. Most 
skids will run not more than 72”, but 
before you order stock sure find 
out what clearances and capacities are 
effect your printer binder. Door 
openings, elevator capacity and dimen- 
sions 3000 lb. skid doesn’t into 
2000 max. cap. ability 
handle trailer trucks, railway cars, etc. 
are all vital factors. you order skids 
double tiered, sure that they can 
clear the doorway into the plant and 
into the pressroom! 

Specify whether you want standard 
skids some special construction. 
Which way should the skid runners go, 
long short way the skid platform? 
Distance between runners? Clearance 
from skid floor? Minimum max- 
imum heights? Skid packing (double 
single tier) 


Most skids will not exceed 3000 
but there are exceptions sure 
possible specify time day for 
delivery, the plant has rail- 
road siding, give the name the road 
spotting this fact your supplier. 
the plant has receiving platform, 
find out what its limitations are rela- 
tive cars, truck trailers, etc. the 
plant has platform, sure speci- 
delivery winch truck. the paper 
identify properly and its limita- 
that accustomed handling paper 
(it may cost little more but it’s worth 
the extra, get the right kind 
handling). Most book 
need instructions the care 
stock, your best bet depend 
them. 

The mills have become very expert 
building-in any desired RH, especially 
for air conditioned litho plants. you 
are shipping stock into that sort 
plant, sure find out the desired 
value and notify the mill. 

When bringing dry sheet into dry 
pressroom, during cold sure 
keep the skid wrapped, there’s 
time, store some place that close 
the pressroom something like 
those “shake well before using” ad- 
monitions! 

If, after first color printing, there 
time lag, most printers will 
cover the stock with moisture proof 
tarpaulin wrap, such war surplus 
tarpaulins the plastic “garages” you 
see advertised temporary storage for 
cars. Better yet, save and re-use orig- 
inal wrapping.

publishers the Fifth Annual 
Chicago and Midwest Bookmaking 
Show, were selected for top honors 
five judges who awarded points 
individual ballots cover the viewpoint 
the binder, printer, designer, pub- 
lisher, and reader. 


Highest score that could given 
book was points. None was granted 
the perfect score. One book, however, 
received points; two, points; 
seven, points; six, points; eight, 
points and thirteen, points. Books 
scored points higher were placed 
the top honor list. The books will 
exhibited private showing the 
Chicago Book Clinic their May 
meeting and will then display 
the Chicago Public Library for the re- 
mainder that month. 


Judges evaluated the books according 
the following standards: 

Binder. Hertzberg 
(president, Ernst Hertzberg Sons, 
Monastery Hill Bindery, Chicago) han- 
dled the binder’s ballots. Hertzberg 
awarded 823 the 1280 points under 
his control 64.30%. 


Casemaking, stamping and fit cover 
were considered. Also, the inside the 
book far folding, general work- 
manship, backing, quality glues, end- 
sheets, reinforcement and forth. 
the binding book was judged 
the highest quality, points were 
given. the binding was very poorly 
done, only point was awarded. Only 
the entries got the 5-point rating 
while were awarded the 4-point 
status. binding was rated the low 
point. 


Designer. Burton Cherry (Burton 
Cherry and Associates, Chicago) marked 
the designer’s ballots. Listed items 
influence the judging were appropri- 
ateness design content, unity 
design, handling difficult typographi- 
cal problems, general tone and use 
color. the design book was 
judged unusually effective 
gent, was marked points. If, the 
other hand, book seemed have been 
put together with little care poor 
results, points were given. Cherry 
had 2048 points under his control and 
the entries were given the point 
rating for design while got the lower 
rating points. 


Publisher. Benjamin Tilghman, 
Jr. (trade production manager, Hough- 
ton Company, Boston) awarded 
57.81% 1036 the 1792 possible 
points under his control for the pub- 
lisher’s evaluation. 

contribution toward the appearance. and 
production the book was unusually 
intelligent and successful, points were 
given. the other hand, the pub- 
lisher seemed have given the book 
little thought, point was circled 
the ballot. 

Overall planning, organization and 
follow-through influenced 
tion. Also, the selection the artist, 
compositor, engraver, 
tions, photographers, cloth, paper, 
printing process and printing plates 
were considered. Twenty-four books re- 
ceived the 7-point rating, while got 
the 1-point evaluation. 

Printer. Richard Leach (The Argus 
Press, Chicago) awarded 820 64.06% 
the 1280 points under his control.

Designers’ requirements 


The designer jackets should study 
the advantages contrast, and there- 
fore keep sharp eye trends re- 
vealed bookstore windows.

The jacket designer should basi- 
cally reader, and able express 
graphically what feels manu- 
script. imperative that secure 
the ms. galleys read, and then 
form his own opinion, unhampered 
exterior influences. 

Moreover, continued Salter, must 
competent artist, good letterer, 
and know the routine production, 
that can prepare artwork possible 
economical and practical reproduction.

Addressing the fourth meeting the 
season the Bookbuilders Boston 
February 23, William Spaulding, 
vice-president Houghton Com- 
pany, noted the increasing interest 
providing oral dimension for modern 
textbooks through the use type which 
captures the quality the human voice.

Not long ago asked lithographer friend mind for 
some literature the reproduction line work, particularly 
type from repro proofs. handed eight books the 
subject, published the Lithographic Technical Founda- 
tion. There comparable literature available the 
letterpress engraver. should said, however, that until 
the advent magnesium for engravings there small 
for any engraver etch type. 

Fortunately for everyone, including the publishers and the 
public which buys their product, the engraving business 
beginning wake up. was engraving plant recently 
where the same men are making both letterpress and offset 
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plates. may tell you that they have been able great 
deal improve their quality and reduce their costs. 

conclusion, wish point out that have not touched 
many aspects this business. have mot mentioned offset 
printed covers for books opposed relief letterpress 
stamping printing. have not discussed printing directly 
from magnesium, either flat curved, letterpress. have 
not referred some short cut methods recently used, 
which separation work done paper for either process. 

There remains the matter actual production the books 
once the plates are completed. Now time think again 
the fact that the offset printer puts four plates his big 
four-color press and once they are moved into register, 
ready run. The letterpress printer present must 
handle 256 plates and register every one them singly 
the form and with one another the subsequent color 
cylinders. There is, therefore, substantial difference the 
starting time which accentuated the necessity for much 
more careful makeready the letterpress printer. 

Modern presses for the two processes are similar that 
most their parts are interchangeable. Their cost similar. 
The man-complement the letterpress machine usually 
smaller. And the letterpress printer estimates and obtains 
actual sheet production which better than offset. While 
four-color offset press can usually about 2500 
sheets per hour, the same letterpress machine with fewer 
chemical and other problems, usually produces about 3300 
sheets per hour with fewer men. 

Thus, fact that you may now buy letterpress color 
work and offset color work approximately the same price 
per thousand sheets quantities from 25,000 with the 
offset press being less costly smaller quantities and the 
letterpress production showing savings larger quantities. 
addition the letterpress plates have practically 
limited life while still necessary make new offset 
press plates occasionally.
